New YORK, March 4.—All the pedestrians 
were on the track early this morning, svell- 
ing upthe miies of the most extraordinary 
pedestrian contest that ever took 
place. It is almost certain now 
that all of the remaining pe- 
destrians will complete 525 miles and over. 
At8:i10 a. m. Hazael completed 570 miles. 
He then left the track for a rest, which, from 
his faded looks, he sadly need- 
ed. Sullivan, who has been struggling 
gamely along for the past few days with stif- 
fened knee-joints, was presented with $100 


this morning by one of his admirers. The 


fame little man from Saratoga held the biil 
aloft as he tripped around the track, forget- 
ting all his paics. At 8:50 Hughes com- 
pleted his 500th mile amid the applause of 
the spectators present.

The Allen Fight.

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 4.—Instéad of. 
facing and demanding, as an innocent man 
would who is falsely accused, a searching in- 
vestigation for a vindication, Allen is seeking 
to have the charges withdrawn. He was in 
Jefferson City last Wednesday and unsuc-’ 
cessfully sought to have the Deputy: 
United States District Clerk modify 
or withdraw his statements, which only had 
reference to official acts and records which 
make up part of the case against Allen. Fail- 
ingin this he demanded the deputy be re- 


moved. This is looked upon here as a fatal 
admission of Alien’s: inability to meet the 
charges and an outrage upon subordinate of- 
ficers of the Department of Justice that 
cannot be justified or overlook. 
To relieve Allea the court records would 
have to be destroyed at Jefferson City and 
Kansas City, and numerous witnesses de- 
siroyed or tampered with. It is conceded 
that he sees that itis impossible to do this, 
and therefore cannot disprove these charges.

THE WHEAT CROP. 


Its Condition and Acreage in Ten 
States. 


New YorK, March 4.—The Commercial 
Bulletin printed an interesting statement of 
the acreage and condition of the wheat crop 
sowed last fall. It has returns from neariy 
every county in the ten most important 


wheat-growing States. Summarizing its sta- 
tistics, it says: The most striking feature 
exhibited by these reports is the high ratio o 
condition of winter wheat reported from al. 
the States. Very few counties report a falling 
off in this particular, although in a few States 
complaints are made of the Hessian fly, chinch 
bugs, and frost. As to acreage, the States 
of Missouri, Kentucky, and Indiana show 
a large increase over 1881, and Ohio, Illinois 
and Kunsas have made a liberai gain in some 
counties, partly counterbalanced, however, 
by a lossin others. On the whole there is an 
important increase inthe acreage of winter 
wheat over that of last year, and the condi- 
tion of the crop during the last halt of Feb- 
ruary was almost universally much above an 
average. As to the percentage of the oid crop ~ 
ofwheat and Indian corn atill remaining in 
farmers’ hands, the proportion of wheat left 
in Michigan and Wisconsin is very small; in 
Kentucky, Indiana and Minnesota it is mod- 
erate, and in Illinois, lowa and Missouri 
large. Ofcorn a larger percentage of the 
crop remains than wheat, the States of Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Illinois and Ohia having each 
over athird of the crop left. ‘Ibe remaining 
States also showa high ratio. The average 
proportion of the wheat crop in growers’ 
hands, according to the figures, is, therefore, 
23.4 per cent, and of corn 30.5 per cent.

A Walk Through the Bagging Facto- 
ries of St. Louis. 


How Young Women Work for a 
Livelihood. 


Interesting Description of ,Female Toil- 
ers at Their Labor. 


A Post-DISPATCH reporter started out for 
a tour of some of the factories where girls 
are employed this morning. The factories 
were reported to be full ofthem, and es- 
pecially the places where bagging is 
made. There are at least three 
large establishments of this kind in the city. 
They are the Douglass Bagging Co., whose 
piace of business is located at 1026 Stoddard 
avenue, the St. Louis Bagging Co., witha 
factory south of Poplar on Twelfth street, 
just west of and almost on alevel with the 
bridge at that point, and the Southern Mills 
Bagging Co., on Barry and Decatur streets. 
At 10 o’clock this morning the reporter found 
himself at the securely lockea door 
leading to the first mentioned factory. A 
notice conspicuously posted read: ‘“‘Noad- 
mission except through the office.” <A 
half square down the :block the oflice was 
found, and the reporter entered if.

Tbe roar of the machineryjis incessant and 
even on the street is aimost deafening. 


The dust seems thick enough _in- 
side to be cut with a krife. 


The reporter concluded that Mr. Douglass 
bad something in the factory that he was not 
very desirous to display and he walked over 
to the St. Louis Company’s works, on 
Twelfth street. From the Twelfth street 
bridge a good view of the inside of the 
rickety old building could be had. Machines 
were everywhere. The dust from the hemp 


was so thick that in some places 
the walls near the windows where 
it blew out were stained and 


coated with it for several feet. All the work- 
ers on the two lower floors were girls. They 
ran the weaving apparatus, tended the other 
machinery, ran hither and thither § and 
seemed to be the sole occupants. From the 
highest, two or three men and boys looked 
out. A man who was leaning on the railing

Im- 
agine a jong room 100 feet by 40, filled with 
looms and the ceiling festooned with 
shafts, cogwheels, beliing, etc. That was the 
room. e noise of the machinery ana 
the rattle of the looms was almost deafening. 
At each of these machines stood 2 girl, usu- 
ally not more than 18 years of age. She had 
full charge of the apparatus. The hemp 
dust flew so thickly that each girl had tied 
her hair up to keep it clean. There was no 
way, bowever, to prevent the workers 
breathing the same dust in large quantities 
for ten hours of every day.

It 
was about the noon hour when the visit was 
made, and as the »e!l tapped work ceasedand 
the girls rushed for their baskets containin 
the lunch. The meal, mostiy dry brea 
and meut, was taken right where 
they stood, in many cases, no arrangement 
being possible for sitting down. While the 
girls were eating, the foreman had time to 
talk, which he did as follows: 

‘*How many girls are employed in the bag- 
ging factories in the city ?” 

‘*Taking them all, probably 600.7 He 
counted quietly for a while, and then said, 
**Yes, 600 strong.’’ 

‘*And what can they earn?” 

“Oh, $5 a week is good pay, and $6 is con- 
sidered princely.’? 

*“*Are the girls often sick?” 

“Yes, frequently enough. The work is 
hard. To manipulate that lever requires con- 
siderable strength. Then

constantly iloating around is not the’ best 
thing inthe world. In fact, I have’ koown, 
during my time bere. many of the girls to die 
of consumption. Ob, it’s bard work for 
women to do, but how can they help it?’ 

**Are the girls, as a rule, intelligent?’’ 

“Yes, and some of them have seen better 
times. Nearly ail the girls employed at Doug- 
lass’ place are Bohemians, from the quarter 
around the factory, but at the other piaces 
they are city giris?” 

**fPoes it take them long to learn the run of 
things?’? 

“Yes, quite awhile. You see, the girls 
-who work here ure of the class who are not 
stylish or refined enough in manner to go into 
stores, etc. They are the rough, hardy girls. 
They are also very slow and hard to teach. A 
walk was taken around the factory and the 
foreman pointed out one girl, atall, hand- 
some brunette, who was sitticrg alone in the 
corner. “That girl, over there,” he suxid, 
‘thas not been long at work. She was em- 
ployed here, but a couple of years ago, she 
married and thought she had given up factory 
life for good. A couple of weeks ego her 
husband died, and iast Monday she eame 
back here and begged to be put back at her 
old loom, as she now had achild tosupport. 
She knew nothing of any other kind of 
work, 2ud we gave her the ptace.’’ 

“Could not men do this work?” 

‘Oh, yes; better than girls, put they would 
want more money. That is why we have the 
girls. We get the cheapest labor we can.” A 
walk among the employes revealed the same 
state of facts. Many ofthe girls bad to help 
their parents to support « family. Others had 
orphan brothers and sisters depending upon 
them. Still others were working on their 
own account. Tothe querv whether the work 
was pleasant, they all iouked up in an amazed 
way at the silly idea of such a place being 
looked upon as ugreeable. 

One girl who was sitting apart, with bangs 
down her forehead and chewing-gum in her 
mouth, was questioned and she said: 

“You bet lam contented. You are a re- 
porter, ain’t you?” 

+Yous,?? 

“Well, you just understand that I don’t 
want none of your pity. I get} a week and 
my Suudavys off.andjwhat more does I want?’’ 

‘**What do you do on Sunday?” 

“In summer I goes to picnics and Schnai- 
der’s Garden with my fellers and drink beer 
and have a good time. In winter I go to 
dances at Fisher’s; no, Fisher’s is broken up 
now; well, at all places.” 

“Do you ever go to church?’ 

“Church !’’ shouted the girl. “*‘No, what do 
I wantthere. I sleep on Sundays uatil noon, 
and the rest of the time isn’t long enough to 
have fun, after this beastly week’s work.”’ 


At the tailor shops, c!othing factories, shirt 
and underwear factories and bundreds of 
otber places, these girls are employed by 
hundreds. In some places the work is not 
hard, nor dirty, but the confinement and 
stooping posture for ten hours a day, in close 
rooms, is just as bad. These are the girls 
who are seen hurrying along the streets at an 
early hour in the morning, with a packet in 


_ 


their hands, containing the working clothes 
of the day. They know no rest, but Sunday, 
and that 1s often taken up with work to be 
done athome. There are at least 2,000 of 
them who average about } per week. 
The girls average all the way from 16 years 
up, and are, as a ciass, handsome, though 
of course without polish. The worst among 
the number were the girls who worked at the 
beef canning factory in East St. Louis. They 
all lived in this city and were taken over and 
back inatrain from the Main street depot. 
These were known as “the Can Can Gang.” 
Swearing and tobacco chewing was nothing 
to them, and stand-up fights according to the 


rules of the ring were common. Men who 
went near the factory in East St. Louis to 


look for ajob were pelted with bones. The 
girls were emploved scraping the meat from 
the bones, a disayreeable employment. The 
factory is now closed for a season. As the 
reporter came back from his factory trip he 
passed the Polytechnic Building and heard 
the Normal School girls singing in chorus: 

‘*Praise God, from whom all blessings flow; 

Praise Him, ye creatures here below.’’ 

The thought was irresistible that the fac- 
tory girls could not sing the hymn with any 
heart. Well fed, well dressed, happy school 
girls sing blithely about blessings here below, 
when they know nothiug of the misery that 
lies around = them. The 2,000 girls 
of the same age, the factory’ slaves, 
learn nothing of blessings except what six 
days’ hard work teaches them. If somebody 
toldthem they ought to be thankful for 
blessings, would it not be natural for them to 
ask what they are? 


Tally One More for ‘‘Hammer Test.”’’

Anumber of Kussian refugees for whom 
employment has been found !eft the old de- 
pot in West Philadelphia on Friday for their 
vew homes in the West. 


Judge Jackson, of the District Court of 
West Virginia, it is stated, has reaiized $250,- 
000 recently through an interest he heid in 
a pavement adopted in Chicago. 


Senator Hawley, of Connecticut, said on 
Friday night that he should give the bill 
for the appropriation of $1,000,000 for the 
construction of the Hennepin and Rock I[a- 
land Canal a hearty support. 


All Texas saw mills have shut down on ac- 
count of bigh waterand it is difficult to se- 
cure lumber. A number of railroads which 
were receiving ties from the mills have been 
compelled to cease construction until the 
water subsides. 

The estimated cost to the city of Cairo, IIl., 
in fighting the great flood of 1882 will not ex- 
ceed $17,000, which, taking into considera- 
tion the immense amount of labor performed, 
the number of new grain sacks used (about 
4,000), and substance furnished, is extremely 
low. 

Queen Victoria’s monument to Lord Bea- 
cousfield has just been erected in Hughendon 
Church.

THAT RICH EXPERIENCE. 


A Free Press Interview Sustained and Its 
source Revealed. 


From the Detroit Free Press. 

A few months ago an irterview with a promi- 
nent and well known physician, formerly 4 
resident of Detroit, but now living in New 
York, appeared in the columns of this paper. 
The statements made by the Doctor and the 
facts he divulged were cf so unusual a nature 
as to cause no little commotion among those 
who read them, and many inquiries were 
raised as to the genuineness ot the interview 
and the validity of the statements it contain- 


ed. The name of the physician was at that 
time suppressed at his own request. The seal 
of secrecy, however, can now be removed, as 
the important and interesting letter which ap- 
peers below will abundantly show. In order, 

owever, thatthe reader may better under- 
stand this letter, afew extracts are herewith 
given from the interview in question. 

After anexchange of courtesies and afew 
reminiscences about the war, in which tne 
Doctor was a prominent surgeon, the reporter 
remarked upon the Doctor’s improved ap- 
pearance, upon which he said: 

‘*Yes, Ihave improvedin health since you 
last saw me, and I hope also in many other 
ways.

Why, when I 
knew you in Detroit, 1 would no sooner have 
thougnbt of violating the code of ethics laid 
down by tae profession, or of prescribing any- 
thing out of tne regular order, than I would of 
amputating my hand. Now, however, I pre- 
scribe and advise those things which I be- 
lieve to be adapted to cure, and which my ex- 
perience has proven to be such.’’ 

‘*How did you come to get such heretical 
ideas a3 these, Doctor?’’ 

‘*Oh, they are the result of my experience 
and observation. I obtained my first ideas 
on the subject, though, from having been cur- 
ed after ali my care and the skillof my pro- 
fessional brethren had failed to relieve me.

‘*‘Well, Doctor, you have got some new 
truths here. certainly, bat they sound very 
reasonable to me.’’ 

‘*Well, whether they are reasonable or not, 
I have demonstrated to my -own satisfaction 
that they aretrue, and I proposeto stand by 
them, no matter how much opposition I may 
raise by doing so. Any man, be he politician, 
preacher or physician, whois so cOnsiderate of 
his pocketbook or of his own personal ends 
as to stuitiiy himselt by suppressiag the mani- 
fest truth, is unworthy the name of man, and 
uoworthy the confidence of the public whom 
he serves.’”’ 

The above are some of the principal points 
in the interview referred to. Now for the se- 
quel. The following outspoken letter from the 
Doctor himself which has just been received is 
published in full: 


Editor Detroit Free Press 

Some time ago a reporter of your paper had 
an interview with me which he said he would 
like to publish. I consented on condition that 
you would not mention my name until I gave 
you permission.

Among the many pressing needs of St. 
Louis there is one which, though of prac- 
ticaliy publie character, can only be met by 
private effort. Wemean a new Mercantile 
Library Building. Those who have visited 
the present one are aware thatit is, in very 
many respects, unsuitable. It is much too 
small, and, of course, this objection must be 
felt more and more each year, as larger de- 
mands are made for space.

A block of- warehouses 
burned may be replaced in more desirabie 
shape than before. A hotel, theater or 
church burned may rise from its ashes more 
elecant and attractive than ever. But sucha 
library asthis can never be fully restored 
There are hundreds, if not thousands, of 
books which, once gone, are gone forever 
No duplicates can be obtained at any price 
There are manuscripts, antographs, pictures, 
engravings, statuary, relics, curiosities, and 
interesting and valuable articles of Various 
kinds, which, once gone, are gone forever. 
No duplicates can be obtained at any price. 
The contents of such a Jibrary cannot be 
represented by any sums of money, how- 
ever large, because they embrace things 
which money will not buy. No insurance 
policy can cover a risk of this sort, 
as we shall ascertain to our sorrow 
and shame in case the library were 
destroyed; and it has aiready had two 
exceedingly narrow escapes, which ought to 
be sufficient warning of what is liable to occur 
any day or night. 

These plain, undisputed facts are all the 
argument the matter requires. The Mercan- 
tile Library, already of inestimable value and 
constantly increasing, should have such a 
building as willcome as near guaranteeing 
its safety against fire as the resources of 
modern ingenuity can go. This is” self-evi- 
dent proposition. Anotier eqyaily as selt- 
evident is that the building should be pro- 
vided at the very earliest practicable moment. 
Let us not wait to *‘lock the stable door after 
the horse has gone.” Letus not wait until 
fire has done its work before guarding against

What an event that was in 1660, when enough 
silk was grown in this country to make 4 coro- 
nation robe for Charlies Ill. All Europe at that 
time was in a ferment ot excitement over the 
rich industry that America was developing. 
And yet here in 1882 three ladies of Vhiladel- 
phia are spreading their feathers with pride at 
being able to scrape together enough Almerican- 
grown silk of which to make a gown for 
MRS. GARFIELD; 

and yetit is really no greater accomplishment 
than that of our forefathers Over two hundred 
years ago. 

There is not sufficient silk produced in Amer- 
ica in a year to supply the smallest of the 
Corticelll mills a singie week. 

Governor Law, of Connecticut, in 1747, ap- 
peared in a silk coat and stockings of home 
production. In 1770 Boston and New Haven 
vied with each other in raising cocoons, and 
in spinning, dyeing, and manufacturing raw 
silk, and yet it was not until 1538 that the Cor- 
ticelli silk mills were tounded, though to-day 
they are one of the great institutions of the 
land. In 1718 silk was grown in Louisiana with 
considerable success.

They 
commence work at5o’clock in the morning, 
and cease at 100’clock at night. They are al- 
lowed 

FIFTEEN MINUTES FOR BREAKFAST 

and an hour for dinner, and after that the ma- 
chinery is not stopped, but the operatives take 
their evening meéul as best they can while 
working. Their breakfast consists of black 
bread cut in small pieces, steeped in water; 
their dinner of thin broth and black bread, 
and their supper also consists of black bread 
steeped in the same waterin which silk co- 
coons have been steeped. The rooms in which 
they work are heated to the extent of eightv- 
five degrees, and they sleep inrooms where 
there are fifty beds, twoin each bed. There 
are no bed-room utensils or provisions for 
washing, and they have to go into the court- 
yard and wash in ajtrough. They do notun- 
dreea, but throw their weary limbs on the bed, 
and sleepin their clothes. In addition to all 
that, a certain quantity of work is exacted 
from each child daily, and if it is not per- 
formed they are instantiy dismissed. 
This is the labor with wbich some enthusi- 
astic silk-culturists imagine we can compete. 
Not only in France, but in China, Italy and 
Japan, this servile condition exists, but how

QUEEN VICTORIA. 


The Various Attempts Made on Her 
Valuable Life. 
From the Chicago Times. 

This is the seventh time the life of the 
Queen has been attempted by assassins, and 
in each case the criminal, so tar, has been ad- 

insane. The first attempt was made 
une 10, 1840, at6 p.m., when Kudward Ox- 
ford, a lad 17 vears of age, walked up to the 
@arriage in which the Queen and Prince Al- 
bert were riding, anu discharged a pistol 
twice atthe Queen. The Queen was un- 
barmed, and, in fact, it was not proved that 
the pistol contained buliets. Oxford was at 
once seized and imprisoned. At his trial it 
Was proved that insanity was hereditary in 
his famiiy, and that his father and grand- 
father had been violently insane. He was a 
bartender, and had a queer habit of laugiaing 
in people’s faces. On bis examination he ex- 
hibited this peculiarity by laughing at every 
one in the court-room. He was adjudged in- 
pane and sentenced according to the law re- 
Specting insane criminals, The trial created 
a great deal of comment, but, to judge from 
the reviews and newspapers of that date, 
there was no doubt of the prisoner’s in- 
sanity. 

The second attempt was made at 6 p. m. 
May 30, 1842, when the Queen and Prince Al- 
bert were driving as beivre. The would-be 
assassin thistime was Jobn Francis, who 
fired a pistol at the Queen and was seized by 
her attendants. There was no ball in the 
pistol, powder only being used. Mle was not 
proven insane, aithough a strong attempt 
Was made to do so. He gave no reason for 
his act, and his defense was brief. He was sen- 
tenced to be huug, drawn and quartered. On 
receiving his sentence the prisoner fainted, 
and the sentence Was commuted to imprison- 
ment for life. 

The third attempt occurred July 3 in the 
‘Same year, the would-be assassin in this case 
being a deformed, half-witted lad named J. 
W. Bean, the son of a London jeweler. He 
fired a pistol at the Queen as she was riding 
with her husband through the palace yard. 
She was unbarmed, and it was thought that 
the pistol was not loaded with ball, as none 
was found. The lad had run away from home 
and his friends were looking for him. He 
was tried and sentenced to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment in a penitentiary. 

Bean, like Oxford and O’Connor, was hard- 
ly more than a boy, being 17 years old. 
Francis, by the way, was only 20. Bean’s 
feeble effort induced Parliameat to enact that

Oil on Stormy Seas. 
From the New York Herald. 


The value of oil thrown on the biliowy sea 
as a safeguard to tempest-tossed ships has 
long been asserted by eminently competent 
observers, but some recent experiments on 
the other side of the Atlantic so strikingly; 
attest the efficacy of this simple and inex- 
pensive expedient for quieting the sea or 
breaking the force of its high crested waves, 
that they cannot be ignored by seamen. 
During the late Board of Trade inquiry into 
the loss of the steamship Loch Awe, in the 
North Sea (owing to the shifting of her cargo 
end consequent unmanageab:eness when 
struck by a large wave), her captain testified 
that resort to this expedient after the crew 
took to their oniy sound boat saved them. 
*‘On the approach of the wave,” he says, 
“‘we poured out a quantity of oil, and,the boat 
drifting from it, the wave passed us quietly. 
We poured out about half a pint of oil each 
time,and it smoothed the head of the broken 
sea and prevented it from breaking over the 
boat.”” The London Shipping and Mercan- 
tile Gazette of the 13th ult. mentions that 
within the last year it received from 
five of its correspondents similar testimony 
to the efficacy of oil in smoothing the 
sea around vessels or boats in stormy weather. 
Experiments recently made at Montrose by 
the lifeboat at that port, in very dangerous 
and rough weather, show that on the ap- 
proach of alarmingly heavy seas the crew 
were “astonished to find that by the time the 
sea came tothem it had fallen to nothing.” 
The film of oil with which the sea is covered 
of course cannot diminish the volume of the 
waves. Put it is generally the crest of the 
wave hurled against acraft that does the fatal 
mischief, and the oil, by smoothing the tops 
of the seas, renders them comparatively 
harmless. 

Although it may seem impracticable to 
apply this means on ascale large enough to 
help a vessel of much size in an ugly ocean 
there can be no doubt that the measure 
would often prove available for the boats of 
a wrecked ship and in the perilous work of 
the Life-Saving Service. Mechanically the 
theory of oil quieting the troubled waters is 
certainly correct. The only question as 
respects §the practicability of its use {is 
Whether the endangered lifeboat or 
other craft can carry oil enough

A Frenchwoman’s Career of Crime. 
From a Lecture by Dr. Hammona. 

Helene Jegodo, a Frenchwoman, between 
the vears 1853 and 1857 killed twenty-eicht 
| persons by poison, besides nakinz several un- 
| successful attempts. In none of her murders 
| Was any cause alleged or discovered, though 
undoubtedly the pleasure derlved from the 
perpetration of crime was the chief factor. 
Her victims were her masters and mistresses, 
her feliow-servants, her friends and several 
nuns, for whom in their last moments she dis- 
played the utmost tenderness and care. The 
plea of monomania was set up in her defense, 
but no evidence of insanity was brought for- 
ward by her counsel, save the apparent want 


of motive for her crimes. It was shown, how- | 


ever, that she had begun her career of crime 
when only 17 years old, by attempting to poi- 
son her confessor; that she had, while per- 
petrating her wholesale murders, affected the 
greatest piety, and was for atime un inmate 
of « convent; that she had committed over 
thirty thefts; that she bad maliciously cut 
and burned various articles of clothing placed 
in her charge; that when asked why she stole 
things that were of no use to her, she had re- 
plied, **l always steal when [ am angry;” that 
she was subject to alternate periods of great 
mental depression and excessive and unrea- 
sonable gaiety; that she was affected with 
pains in the head and vertigo; that when 
she was angry she vomited biood; and that 
while in prison awaiting trial she was eon- 
stantly laughing and joking about indifferent 
subjects. She was found guiltv, and on be- 
ing asked if she had anything to say why sen- 
tence of death should not be passed, made un 
answer so much like one given more recently 
by another criminal that I give it here. “NO, 
your Honor, Iam innocent. 1am resigned to 
all that mny happen. [I would rather 
die innocent than live gullty. You have 
judged me, but God will judge you.’ Her 
last words on the scaffold were directed to 
accusing a woman as her instigator and ac- 
complice,whose name was not even mentioned 
during the trial. and who, upon inquiry 
was found to bean old paralytic whose lite 
had been of the most exemplary character. 

The most noted case of similar character 
occurring in this country is that of Jesse 
Pomeroy, the boy torturer and murderer of 
Massachusetts. The plea of insanity here 
was of some avail, for bis sentence of death 
was commuted to imprisonment for life, 
These cases are sufficient to illustrate the na- 
ture of the relations of reasoning mania to 
crime. *

RURAL RE*&UBLICANS. 


What a Country Politician Thinks of the 
G.-D, and Filley Quarrel. 

Hon. James T. Moore, a prominent attorney 
of Lebanon, Mo., and a member of the State 
Republican Committee from the Fitth Con- 
gressional District, registered at the Laclede 
this morning. His long connection with 


the interior poltics of the Republican 
party renders him an eminent sub- 
ject for the interviewer, and on this 


account a reporter of the PosT- DISPATCH this 
morning broachea a discussion with the fol- 
geri inguiry: 

**‘What do the rural Republicans think of 
the controversy between the Globe-Democrat 
and Mr. ey?’’ 

‘*‘Weare not evincing any particular inter- 
estin the matter, for we are generally of one 
mind about it.’’ 

**Aud what is that mind?’’ 

‘‘Simply that the Republican party of the 
State is not at all involved, the controversy 
being entirely a personal one.’’ 

‘*But you certainly have no opinion as to 
who is right?’ 

‘*Yes, indeed. Werecognizein the Globe- 
Democrat a great newspaper, whose political 
eccentricities may be overiooked for the sake 
ofits influence. The Republicans of the in- 
terior are almost solid tor Fiiley, whom they 
recognize as one of the best organizers and 
party leaders in the country.’’ 

_“*And what are you going to do about the 
Globe-Democrat war upon him?’’ 

‘*Letitalone. There are no elections on 
hand just now, and quarrels ot 
that kind don’t endanger the party’s success.

I have been as- 
sociated with him for years in Republican 
councils, and I know the sort of stuff he is 
made of.’’ 

‘*Then what wil] be the result of the Globe- 
Democrat warfare?’’ 

‘‘It will not interfere with Mr. Filley’s re- 
election as chairman of the Republican com- 
mittee. You remember that that newspup:r 
opposed him inthe same manner before, vut 
he was unanimously elected, all the same. 
There is one redeeming feature about the

AMERICAN TROTTERS. 


What Robert Bonner Thinks of the 
Reduction of the Record. 
From the New York World. 


Mr. Robert Bonner, the proprietor of tne 
New York Ledger, and one of the best known 
owners of fast trotting horses in the United 
States, having recentiy returned from a visit 
to Kentucky, during which he examined 
almost al) of the great breeding farms and 
made several purchases, was cailed upon yes- 
terday by a reporter of the World to learn bis 
opinion about the prospects of the coming 
season. Mr. Bonner said: “There is cer- 
tainly mo such country in the world for 
horses as the blue-grass region in Kentucky. 
Within a radius of twenty-five miles from 
Lexington you find a _ section which 
has about it every requisite for raising the 
finest animals. Tie climate is _ perfect. 
I visited twelve stock farms and I did not see 
a single horse blanketed. Mr. Alexander 
has recently purchased a stallion for $12,500, 
and I saw this valuable animal running 
around uncovered. The grass is as green 
pow asitis here by the lst of May. This 
biue-grass region ison a limestone forma- 
tion, and itis supposed that it is this fact 
which makes it such very valuable feed for 
horses. It is certain that the animals coming 
from here are always noted for their size. 
The grass itselt isthe best feed for horses 
which has yet been found. I wish I could 
gt re acres of that blue-grass land near New 

ork. 

“Are the Kentucky breeders working in the 
direction of running horses for the English 
market?’’

*“T have thought for a long time that it is in 
the direction of team trotting that we must 
look for our greatest speed. In England you 
may have two horses which are brothers in 
blood. They have the samesire and their 
dams are sisters. One of them wins the Der- 
by and is worth 10,000 guineas. The other can 
run within a few seconds of the first, but he 
does not win the Derby, and is only worth 
$10,000. A few seconds in time, then, on a 
long race makes a difference of $40,000 
in the value ofa horse. But if vou take 
that Derby winner and put him into a 
five-mile race with his brother and make him 
earry only a few pounds of extra weizht, it is 
the $50,000 horse that will be beateu. A few 

unds weight then makes all the difference 

tween a winner of the Derby and a beaten 
horse. This is so fully recognized in England 
that several pounds extra weightin a four- 
mile race is equai to distance. Now, in this 
country we trot our horses to either sulky or 
wagon. The lightest weight we can put ona 
single horse is 200 pounds. That is, a 
driver weighs 150 and the lightest sulky made 
weighs 50. We can make a wagon which 
weighs 107 pounds. Add totbis the weight 
of the driver and we get 257, or say 258, 
Each horse in the team, then, bas 129 pounds 
behind him instead of 200. Now this differ- 
ence of 71 pounds means a good deal in the 
way of speedin my opinion, and I do not 
think that we wil) ever know what our trot- 
ters can do until we get teams on the track. 
lt is, of course, exceedingly diflicult to get a 
team to trot together—how difficult no one 
buta horseman can know. The horses must be 
trained to work together, each doing one-half 
ofthe pulling -and no more. They must 
be equal in speed, in weight and in action. 
They must, ip short, be able to trot as one 
horse rather than two. It takes a great deal 
of training added to natural fitness on the 
of the animals to permit of horses being 
worked to this point. 

“They must be even-tempered or they can- 
not speed together. For example, Dexter 
could never be trained to work ina team. 
He is too impetuous, too anxious todo al! 
the work himself. Lut I believe it possible 
to find fast trotters who will work together, 
and when they are found I believe that we 
shall see forthe first time what American 
trotting horses cando. It isa number of 

ears ago since I first had reason to believe 
is, and first made up my mind that for 
real speed we must look toa team. On the 
10th of May, 1862, I drove Lady Paimer and 
Flatbush Maid to aroad wagon two miles in 
6:01K.

EARLY STRAWBERRIES. 


| Where They Come From, How They 
Come and Prices Paid tor Them. 


From the New York Sun. 


The taste of strawberries in February is 
not so common in New York as it is pleasant, 
but any one may have all be wants at $1 25 a 
quart, and they will be very good berries too. 

Together with 3,000 quarta of berries, which 

bem received EK. P. Loomis & Co., in Barclay 
street, from Jacksonville, Fla.,on Saturday, 
there were then 5,000 quarts in the market. 
Yesterday 1,500 quarts more arrived. ‘The ber- 
ries grow in the open fields on the St. John’s 
River, Florida. They are picked just before 
they are quite ripe, and are packed in trays, 
sock holding twelve quarts. The trays are 
laid in great refrigerators, nearly as Jarge as 
a New York ice wagon, and one of them, 
when filled with strawberries, is quite as 
much as a truck joad. When a refrigerator 
is shipped by way of Jacksonville and the 
sea the ice is renewed several times before 
the berries, then nearly ripe, arrive in New 
York. Thus far this year they have come in 
perfect condition, and have quite the flavor 
and sweetness of the Northern-grown berry, 
which appears in June. The first berries 
from Fiorida this year arrived here on Janu- 
ary 28,and Southern berries will continue 
to come until the last of April. 
The early prices were as higo as $3 a quart 
at wholesale. At this time the berries are 
sold to the retailers at from 40 cents to 75 
cents a quart, which is tess than they brought 
a year ago, when fura month or more they 
ranged at $1 a quart at wholesale. The sup- 
ply is abundant, but in April, when the 
prices fal] to 30 cents wholesale, there is no 
profitin it. Hotbouse strawberries, raised 
in or about New York, sold for $7 a quart in 
January. 

Florida tomatoes are now arriving in abun- 
dance, packed in ice, andin good condition. 
They seli at wholesale at from $1 25 to$1 30a 
peck. Each tomato is wrapped in tissue 
paper tin the most tempting fashion. The 
consumers of these luxuries now are the 
private families up town, and a few res- 
taurants. 


A Bogus Nobleman.

The latter was tiied on @& 
charge of swindling; his real name, Pietro 
Fosco, was flung at him; but, with tears in, 
his eyes, he told the Judges the vicissitudes 
of his noble family, and how his ancestor, 
Marino Faliero, had been beheaded on the 
Giant’s Staircase. He failed to move them, 
and was sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment, which be underwent with becomiag 
dignity, nided by trifling presents sent by 
elderly ladies who sy gene with him and 
really believed himto be a persecuted and 
unfortunate nobleman. 


The Incandescent Electric Lights. 
From the Philadelphia North American. 

There are seventy-five smali incandescent 
lamps at present in use in~—tie fost-ofiice, 
supplied by the Maxim Electric Light Com- 
pany. Each lamp is to run twenty-four can- 
die power, though the power can be increased 
to more than double that proportion. When 
the lamps were first placed some trouble 
arose in the machinery in breaking globes 
and in the carbons burning out, but the two 
latter difficuliies have been overcome, The 
carbons are supposed to burn from 600 to 700 
hours. Theoretically there is no reason why 
they should ever burn out, but experience de- 
moustrates, in the Post-oflice at least, that 
the carbons rarely last over 300 or 400 hours 
of actual service. The base of the Maxim 
lamp is of vuleanite rubber and metal, and 
the work of removing the exhausted carbon 
and substituting 2 pew one requires but a 
few minutes. Postmaster Huidekoper ex- 
resses himself very much pleased with the 
amps. When they were first introduced 
some of the employes thought the light hurt 
their eyesand they wore shades, but, with 
two or three exceptions, these provectors 
have been discarded.

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The Good that is Aecomplished in 
Suppressing It. 
From Anthony Comstock’s Report. 

Take the weekly paper for boys and girls. 
fiiead with stories of reeking crime and sold 
everywhere. Through reading them boys 
and girls are ruined and become criminals 
and vagrants, and I have documents here to 
prove it. On January 12 two girls, one aged 
10 and the otuver 11, rar away from 
home to become gypsies, and were away one 
}night—the result of reading yellow-colored 
literature. A few days ago our energetic 
Inspector Byrnes, second in ability to none, 
arrested a young man, aged 19, for murder, 
whose first remark was: *“‘I’m a ‘tough’ now, 
aip’t 1?’ His imagination had been fired by 
reading of his disreputable heroes. On Feb- 
ruary 7a young girl, crazed by this kind of 
reading, committed suicide. In November 
last four boys, not over 16, were arrested in 
Wilkesbarre, l’a., who had formal'y organ- 
ized themselves into a band of robbers, and 
prided themselves on being bandits. A young 
man I arrested in South Farmingham, Mass., 
for sending out the vilest kind of literature, 
said, pointing toa pile of boys’ and girls’ 
papers in his closet: *“*That’s what brought 
me to this,”? and from a similar cause a young 


man in Buffalo set about robbing 
his employer’s safe. meaning to seek 
adventures in the West. In Brooklynl 


found that a boy, crazed by such reading, 
had Jed his younger brothers on till they had 
robbed their mother of over twenty-five ar- 
ticles. There are taree publishers of biood- 
and-thunder literature bere to-day, and they 
advertise G70 publicativas. A few weeks ago 
a young man read the details of a railroad 
catastrophe. He thought he would liketo 
see oneand tied a log onthe track while he 
lay in wait; but be was arrested. Ina West- 
ern State two boys, one aged 13 and one 15, 
wrecked atrain, killing the engineer. This 
literature transfers the knife ana bludgeon 
from our hardened criminais to our boys and 
girls. 
! Last year I gathered the accounts of boy 
and girl vriminais under 20 years of age. 
Thirty-three between theages of 8 and 20 
were guilty of larceny; 25 between 7 and 21, 
of burgiary; 7 betweea the ages of and 21 
were vuiliv of murder; 11,the oldest 16, 
commiited highway robbery; 29 under 20 
.Were arrested for gambling; earnd 2 bovs 
and girls committed suicide. .It is a fine em- 
ployment for our staiwart policemen to clutch 
aciub in ope band and a schoolboy 
inthe other. The figures for February, this 
present month, more than bear out whatl 
szsy. There have been thirty-four arrests, 
the eldest only twenty-ore, for larceny, five 
murders by boys between nine and fourteen, 
and one. girl shot her father, and four sui- 
cides are under eighteen. Awd these are not 
all poor boys, but often from some of the 
best families, like the son of a wealthy Judge, 
who ran away, Stabbed an adversary and 
afterwards died in prison, confessing that he 
nsed to spend his time reading books of ad- 
venture. 

There are other dangers to children, and 
one of the chief is that bydra-headed mon- 
sters, the lowest kind of literature, which 
breeds lust. When your boy or giri’s name 
appears in the catalorue of a school, it be- 
comes so much merchandise, to be bought by

| through the United States mails. The evil 
cannot be overestimated. The head of a fe- 
male seminary told methat sone one had 
surreptitiously obtained tifteen or 
twentv catalogues.

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New York Shop Girls. 
From a New Yors Letter. 

It is estimated that there are nearly 20,060 
| girls employed in the stores in this city. ‘The 
number may scem large, but Macy alone em- 
ploys 500, and there are other houses which 
nave almost an equal force. The sufferings 
endured by this class from being kept on 
their feet all dav have called for a law re- 
quiring owners to provide seats. A commit- 
tee of ladies is now examining the various es- 
tablishments to learn in what degree the lea! 
requirement is obeyed. A number of leading 
merchants have been arrested for neglect, and 
these examples wil! have a good effect. [ of- 
ten notice these girls hurrying in the morning 
to their work. No wonder they are so pale 
when so much o7 their time is spent in the 
unwholesome atmosphere of a store, and with 
an inevitable privation both of light and fresh 
sir. The woges paid to this unfortunate class 
is bard!lv sufficient for decent subsistence, and 
thus they toil on, dav after day, in a very de- 
piorable condition. Hence it is well that they 
are protected by legisiation. These girls are, 
in many instances, the daughters of decayed 
families, who have seen better days, and the 
shopping gentry are often, therefore, waited 
en by unfortunate members of their own 
class. Many of them,+however, come from 
the eouniry, and are sadiy disappointed. 
New York is a discouraging place fer poor 
folks, generally, but for none is it worse than 
for poor girls. Hence I wouid caution 
class against coming hither. One of the best 
minor charities in the city is 1 lodging house 
for poor girls, where many find shelter and 
food ata merely nominal rate. This institu- 
tion should be enlarged to meet the demand. 
Stewart planned ahouse of this kiad, but 
Judge Hiltou bas perverted the bequest, and 
the poor girls are thus robbed of the bounty 
designed for their benetit.

The good Doctor could not grasp the 
situation, and when the undervaker address- 
ed to him an obsequious bow and smile the 
clergyman became dccidedly nervous as he 
returned the bow. Finally it dawned upon 
him that be was expected to do something, 
and in a whisper he asked the undertaker 
what that something might be. “‘Say that 
the friends of the deceased wish you to re- 
turn thanks to those who have attended the 
funeral,’? said the master of ceremonies. 
‘*The deceased wishes meto return thanks 
to the friends who are present,’? rang out 
the Scotch accents of the minister, and it 
was some time before he understood why the 
mourners smiled.

RUSSIA REVIEWED. 


The Power of the Czar—The Church 
and Its System. 
Froma Lecture bv ex-Minister Foster. 

The autocratic power of the Emperor is 
marked by more than one inconsistency. 
From his imperial capital the Czar exercises 
to the east, south and west an absolute sway 
over more than eighty millions of subjects, 
with nota single earthly power to stand be- 
tween his sole will and law. But hard by his 
palace. from toe dome of St. Isaac’s, may be 
seen to the norih the confines of one of his 
provinces or principalities, where for three- 
quarters of a century he has not ventured to 
oppose his sovereign power to the will of its 
inhabitants as expressed in their elective and 
representative assembiy. In other words, 
Finland, since its annexation to the Empire 
in 1809, has always possessed a regular con- 
stitution, and maintains a represen- 
tative legislature, which directs its internal 
affuirs, regulates its own tariff and coinage, 
and exercises other attributes of a free Gov- 
ernment. The people regard the words 
“God” and ‘**Czar’ with pious devotion. 
As Paul went through ancient Athens and 
said that the people were too superstitious, so 
in Russia one would be justified in making 
sucha statement. They spend much time in 
outward ceremony, attending public feasts, 
fast days of prayer, and above ail, to the col- 
lections of fur. There is too little attention 
paid to culture, both of the mind and the soul. 
It seems to be a part of their relizion not to do 
too much thinking. Some oi the priests in the 
monasteries an cloisters,, and in some 
ef the churches, are able, educated men, 
riehteous toward their Maker and His cause; 
but the mass of the clergy, | am sorry to say, 
is far different. The priests do not rise 
above the people as they should; they are not 
leaders as they mignt be. The people do not 
reapect them, and naturally the influence of 
the worldly priests has an evil effect, it usu- 
aliy turning the peopie to infidelity. Some- 
times it causes them to seek a form of religion 
similar to American Protestantism. This 
secession from the State Church 
woud become very popular, if 
the leaders were not exiled, and 
made to suffer every form of voy oe for their 
desertion, but as itis, a recent writer states 
that the number of seceders from the Church 
of the Stave is 14,000,000. By the very act of 
leaving this church they array themselves 


| against the Czar, defying his authority, and 


his influence over them. Many intelligent 
writers in Russia consider this act of ch - 
ing their form of religion as being more dan- 
gerous to the Government than Nihilism it- 
self. 

The second element, the Greek Church, has 
an importance not realized by us, because in 
Russia religion and government are closely 
entwined together. Russia was the last of 
theNations of Europe to embrace Christianity. 
It was many centuries after Constantine had 
embraced the principles ofthe Gospel, and 
long after the crowning glories of Byzantine’s 
splendor had crumbled into dust, that the 
Slavic race turned from paganisin to Christi- 
anity. But the fall of Constantinople andthe 
constant incursions of the Ottomans

antinits provisions. One class of peoole 
is, however, much restricted—the Jews 
They must worship in private houses; the 
State has the power of veto in choosing of a 
rabbi; no one bas the right to secede from 
the Church to Judaism or any other religion; 
the children of mixed’ marriages are the 
property of the State, and ail must partake of 
the sacrament twice a year. 

The Protestant world has been inclined to 
regard the faith and practice of the Greek 
Church as more in harmony with it than the 
Roman Church, and often hes it been sug- 
gested that a union was practicable between 
the Russian and Anglican establishments. 
But a more intimate knowledge of the former 
usually dispels the illusion. In its own way 
and for its own people it has done a great 
service, and there is much to commend in its 
works of charity, its steadfast devotion to and 
zeal for the faith, the magnificent temples it 
has erected and the hearty sympathy it mani- 
fests for its coreligionists in other lands. But 
as 1t has linked itself to the State and ex- 
cluded all others from the moral and religious 
education of the great Russ people—the con- 
trolling mass ows Empire—it is naturally 
responsible for its own shortcomings,

GBurmah’s Drunken King. 
From the New York Times. 
Englishmen in India were anxiouslv ine 
quiring, some weeks ago,|whether it were ac- 
tually true that King Theebaw of Burmah 
was dead, and, if not dead, whether it were 
not probable that he would soon contribute 
to the happiness of his subjects and the com- 
fort of the worid at large by a timely and 
auspicious demise. Our news from him is 
not later than the first week in January, 
when he was certainly alive, butin so bad a 
way thatere this be mav have found resi- 
dence in a world where the souls of bis mur- 
dered wives and biood relations will be gal- 
utary aids to repentance. One report 
said his illness was insanity, another that it 
was the insanity which comes, even to such 
as he, from too much fondness for ardent 
spirits. He has at any rate been unable at 
times to see any one, much less to converse 
with them. Hence itis argued that even if 
he do not die, he can be dethroned, for the 
shadow of law that exists in Burmah reco¢- 
nizes dethronement as a necessary conse- 
quence of madness in the monarch. One 
arty in Burmah wouid like to see the Noung. 
fan Prince on the throne,but another favors 
the supremacy of the Queen, for in the 
Noung Yao Prince they do not see a per- 
son sufliciently pliable to suit their 
conveniences and make secure a continua- 
tion of their prosperity. Either the Prinee or 
the Queen would, however, be an earnest of 
brighter times in Burmab, times which would 
not be likely ever to return were Theebaw to 
rule a thousand years. To what misfortune 
he has brought his country the world Le yond 
Asia little knows. His riotous life and 
monstrous crimes are not the worst part of 
hisrule. Taxedto the last point of thei 
power to pay and live, the people are stran- 
gers to the conforts which tbeir neighbors to 
the north and west enjov—the one under 
Eastern, the other under European rule. For 
a long time he sold out to Russian, Chinese, 
or Mohammedan merchants, according as 
they could outbid each other, the monopoly 
of trades, until no more monopolies 
coula be sold, simply because no more re- 
mained for bim tosell. Cultivation has ae- 
cordingly falien off, andevery one excupt the 
monopolists and the favorites of Theebaw is 
poor. Burmah under an enlightened Gov- 
ernment ought to ess a bappy ana pros- 
perous ple. Had her monarch beld fast 
to the British Resident, instead of dismissing 
him, end shrewdly co-operated with him— 
while k ng him from grasping too much 
in the deve t of commerece 
with South western China, by way of the waters

THE WHEAT CROP. 


Its Condition and Acreage in Ten 
States. 

NEW YORK, March 4.—The Commercial 
Bulletin printed an interesting statement of 
the acreage and condition of the wheat crop 
sowed last fall. It has returns from neariy 
every county in the ten most important 


wheat-growing States. Summarizing its sta- 
tistics, it says: The most striking feature 
exhibited by these reports is the bigh ratio o. 
condition of winter wheat reported from al 

the States. Very few counties report a falling 
cff in this particular, although in a few State: 
complaints are made of the Hessian fly, chinct 
bugs, and frost. As to acreage, the States 
of Missouri, Kentucky, and Indiana show 
a large increase over 1881, and Ohio, Illinois 
and Kunsas have made a liberai gain in some 
counties, partiy counterba'anced, however, 
by a lossin others. On the whole there is an 
important increase inthe acreage of winter 
wheat over that of last year, and the condi- 
tion of the crop during the last halfof Fet- 
ruary Was almost universally much above an 
average. As to the percentage of the old crop 
of wheat and Indian corn still remaining in 
farmers’? bunds, the proportion of wheat lef: 
in Michigan and Wisconsin is very smal!!; in 
Kentucky, Indiana and Minnesota it is mod- 
erate, and in Illinois, Iowa and Missouri 
large. Ofcorn a larger percentage of the 
crop remains than wheat, the States of Min- 
nesota, Iowa, [llinois and Ohio having each 
over a third of the crop left. ‘She remaining 
States also show abigh ratio. The average 
proportion of the wheat crop in growers’ 
hands, according to the figures, is, therefore, 
23.4 per cent, and of corn 30.5 per cent.

constantiy floating around is not the best 
thing in the world. In fact, I have known, 
during my time here, many of the girls to die 
of consumption. Ob, it’s hard work for 
women to do, but how can they help it?’ 

‘“‘Are the girls, as a rule, intelligent?”’ 

“Yes, and some of them have seen better 
times. Nearly all the girls employed at Doug- 
lass’ place are Bohemians, from the quarter 
around the factory, but at the other places 
they are city girls?” 

**Does it take them long to learn the run of 
things?’? 

‘*Yes, quite awhile. You see, the girls 
who work here are of the class who are not 
stylish or refined enough 1n manner to go into 
stores, etc. They are the rough, hardy girls. 
They are also very slow and hard to teach. A 
walk was taken around the factory and the 
foreman pointed out one girl, atall, hand- 
some brunette, who was sitting alone in the 
corner. “That. girl, over there,’’ he szsid, 
‘thas not been long at work. She was em- 
ployed here, but a couple of years ago, she 
married and thought she had given up factory 
life for good. A coupie of weeks ago her 
husband died, and iast Monday she eame 
back here and begged to be put back at her 
old loom, as she now had achild to support. 
She knew nothing of any other kind of 
work, 2nd we gave her the place.’’ 

‘Could not men do this work?’ 

‘‘Oh, yes; better than girls, but they would 
want more money. That is‘why we have the 
girls. We get the cheapest labor we can.” A 
walk among the employes revealed the same 
state of facts. Maryofthe girls had to help 
their parents to support a family. Others had 
orphan brothers and sisters depending upon 
them. Still others were working on their 
own account. Tothe querv whether the work 
was pleasant, they all looked up in an amazed 
way at the silly idea of such a place being 
looked upon as agreeable. 

One girl who was sitting apart, with bangs 
down ber forehead and chewing-gum in her 
mouth, was questioned and she said: 

“You bet lam contented. You are a re- 
porter, ain’t you?” 

“Yes.” 

“Well, you just understand that I don’t 
want none of your pity. I get % a week and 
my Suudays off.andjwhat more does I want?’’ 

‘*‘What do you do on Sunday?” 

‘“‘In summer I goes to picnics and Schnai- 
der’s Garden with my fellers and drink beer 
and have a govud time. In winter I go to 
dances at Fisher’s; no, Fisher’s is broken up 
now; well, at all places.’”’

‘church !’’ shouted the girl. ““‘No, what do 
I wautthere. I sleep on Sundays until noon, 
and the rest of the time isn’t long envugh to 
have fun, after this beastly week’s work.” 


und underwear factories and hundreds of 
other places, these girls are employed by 
hundreds. In some places the work is not 
hard, nor dirty, but the confinement and 
stooping posture for ten hours a day, in close 
rooms,is just as bad. These arethe girls 
who are seen hurrying along the streets at an 
early hour in the morning, with a packet in 
their hands, containing the working clothes 
of the day. They know no rest, but Sunday, 
and that 1s often taken up with work to be 
done athome. There are at least 2,000 of 
them who average about $ per week. 
The girls average all the way from 16 years 
up, and are, as a class, handsome, though 
of course without polish. The worst among 
the number were the girls who worked at the 
beef canning factory in East St. Louis. They 
all lived in this city and were taken over and 
back inatrain from the Main street depot. 
These were known as “the Can Can Gang.” 
Swearing and tobacco chewing was nothing 
to them, and stand-up fights according to the 
rules of the ring were common. Men who 
went near the factory in East St. Louis to 
look for ajob were pelted with bones. The 
girls were emploved scraping the meat from 
the bones, a disagreeable employment. The 
factory is now closed for a season. As the 
reporter came back from his factory trip he 
passed the Polytechnic Building and heard 
the Normal School girls singing in chorus: 

‘*Praise God, from whom all blessings flow; 

Praise Him, ye creatures here below.’’ 

The thought was irresistible that the fac- 
tory girls could not sing the hymn with any 
heart. Well fed, well dressed, happy school 
girls sing blithely about blessings here below, 
when they know nothing of the misery that 


lies around them. The 2,000 girls 
of the same age, the factory slaves, 
learn nothing of blessings except what six 


days’ hard work teaches them. If somebody 
toldthem they ought to be thankful for 
blessings, would it not be natural for them to 
ask what they are? 


Tally One More for ‘‘Hammer Test.”’

THAT RICH EXPERIENCE. 


A Free Press Interview Sustained and Its 
Source Revealed. ; 


From the Detrcit Free Press. 

A few months ago an interview with a promi- 
nent and well known pbysician, formerly a 
resident of Detroit, but now living in New 
York, appeared in the columns of this paper. 
The statements made by the Doctor and the 
facts he divulged were of so unusual a nature 
as to cause no little commotion among those 
who read them, and many inquiries were 
raised as to the genuineness ot the interview 
and the validity of the statements it contain- 


ed. The name of the physician was at that 
time suppressed at his own request. The seal 
of secrecy, however, can now be removed, as 
the important and interesting letter which ap- 
pears below will abundantly show. In order, 
however, thattue reader may better under- 
stand this letter, afew extracts are herewith 
given from the interview in question.

Some time ago u reporter of your paper had 
an interview with me which he said he would 
like to publisb. I consented on condition that 
you would not mention my name until I gave 
you permission.

STREET RECONSTRUCTION, 


An Important Opinion of the City Counselor 
on Leasehoilds. 

Property on Broadway is largely held in long 
term leases, and in view of the proposed 
grapes: Ng: of that street with granite, the 
cost of which falls mainly upon the individual 
property-owner, Street Commissioner Turner 
yesterday addressed a communication tothe 
Mayor requesting the opinion of the City Coun- 
selor as to the liability of leasehold estates for 
the cost of reconstruction. 

Mr. Beli this morning filed his reply with the 
Mayor as follows:

Sik—In answer to the Screet Commissioner’s 
letter of yesterday, Ihave to say that, ander 
section 14 of article 6 of the City Charter, an 
ordinance fortbe construction or recoustruc- 
tion ot a streetis required to be approved by 
the vote of allithe members of the Board of ! 
Pablic Improvements tf the owners of a major 
part of the property onthe line of the pro- 
posed improvement remonstrate against the 
same; butif a majority of the property-Owners 
failto remonstrate or petition the board for 


the imiproveinent the board may, 
by ” vote of the majority of its 
members, approve the same. The cost of 


reconstruction subject to certain limitations 
expressed in the charter is charged against the 
property adjoining the improvement. The | 
special tax is not a personal charge against 
the owner or the jessee of the property. It is 
enforced only against the property- And itis 
a charge against the fee simple estate, not 
against the leasehold or any estate iess than 
one of absoluteownership. The party prima- 
rily interested in the question whether the 
street shall be improvea isthe owner Of the 
property. Intheory of law his property is to 
ne enhanced in yalue to the extent of the cost 
ot the improvement assessed against it. The 
jaw provides that be may remonstrate. 
There is no provision giving any effect to 
the remonstrance ot a lessee. If the specified 
number of owners of property concur in re- 
monstrating, the vote of every member of the 
Board of Publie lmprovements is required to 
approve the measure; Otherwise the vote of a 
maiority of the board suffices. The question 
asked by the Street Commissioner must, there- 
fore, be answered in the negative.

Ohief of Police Kennett and a POsST-DISPATCH 
reporter were seated inthe former’s private 
Office at the Four Courts yesterday afternoon, 
when a stranger was admitted after a timid 
rap at the door. He was decidedly a country 
gent, whose contact with the city folks had 
not been sufliciently long to change his style 
of dress, twangy talk or general demeanor. 
The gent in jeans asked for the Chief, and, as- 
certaining that he was speaking to the desired 


person, said: 

‘*] want to see you, Mr. Chief of 
Police, about getting on the detective force. 
I’ve tried my handéd at nearly every other kind 
of business, and I think I can fill the bill if you 
will give me a trial.’’ 

‘*Why do you particularly want to begin on 
that line of duty?’’ 

‘*Well,’’ saidthe stranger confidently, ‘‘I 
think I have a great many qualities that goto 
make up a good, first-cluss detective.

WARM WEATHER. 


Interesting Facts and Figures About 
Balmy Winters. 


The Unusual Weather of the Last Few 
Days. 


The weather of the past three days has been 
strikingly suggestive «f spring clothes, and 
the baimy moonlit nights have prompted the 
leaving open of front doors, and a return to 
the amatory picnics of summer on the front 
steps. While the present condition of the 
temperature is most acceptabie to those who 
have their overcoats in pawn, and to those 
who have very little outdoor exercise to take 
it is not so much go to those who are engaged 
in active pursuits and are afraid to shed their 
winter underwear, on account of the danger 
of taking cold should a sudden blizzard arise. 
The weather has been one of the leading 
topics of conversation on the streets,and the 
prevailing comment is that this is the highest 


degree of temperature ever known in this sec- 
tiin of the country at thistime of the year. 
While this condition is unusual it is not re- 
mackable or unprecedented, as is shown by 
statistics 4) this morning to a POST- 
DISPATCH reporter by 
PROF. T. E. NIPHER, 

of Washington University. ‘*Tne winter has 
been unusually open,’’ said Prof. Nipher. 
‘* January was about as cold as usual, but Feb- 
ruary was one of the warinest montaos we have 
ever had, and under the condition of things it 
is natural to expect a warm March. We have 
had but very little snow. When wehave a 
great deal of snowin the winter months the 
spring months are cold, because to meltit a 
great quantity of heatis taken from the earth. 
Yetitis not an infallible rule that a warm 
March follows a warm February, although it 
is natural to expect such a result. The 
Warm Februaries of the last eleven vears 
were in 1°45, 48, 54, 57, 61, 66, 71, 76, 77, 73 and 
80. The Marches of 1815 and 1854 were warm, 
that of 1871 was quite warm, andthat of 1578 
was very warm. Those of 1848, 61 and 80 were 
ot the average, while those of 1857, 66, 76 and 
77 were cold. The mean temperature of Feb- 
ruary 1845 was 44 degrees, while last month it 
was 43.03. ‘The February of 1838 was the cold- 
est, the average temperature being 2 cegrees 
ands-10. The warmest dayin any February 
since 18537 wasin 1840, when the temperature 
was8l, andthe coldest was in 1555, when the 
thermometer registered 17 degrees bélow zero. 
The average temperature for tbe Februaries 
of the last eleven yearsis 35 degrees, while 
thatof Marchis45. The highest average tem- 
perature in any March since 1837 was in 184, 
whenit was 564 derrees, and the lowest was 
in i843, when it was 27%. It is impossible 
to predict what will be the state 
of the weather forthe restofthe month, ex- 
cept by deductions made from the past, and 
these you see are extremely uncertain, A 
large number of the Februaries of past years 
have been followed by warm Marches, and, 
therefore, we are inclinedto expect that. this 
month willbe warm, as it follows a warm 
Februaries, but then the rule is not certain,for 
warm Fkebruanmes have frequently been fol- 
lowed by cold Marchs. We may, therefore, 
have very cold weather within a few days,when 
we least wantit. These peopie who pretend 
to tell what the weatber wii! be areright about 
halfthe time. Thev all differ in their predic- 
tions, and he who hits it is the boss; butit 
takes Only a short time to finish himup. Itis 
allguess work, and people don’t pay very 
much attention to the misses, but tuey notice 
all the iits.’’ 

FROM SERGEANT WEBER, 
of the signal Service Department, the report- 
er obtained some figures which may be ofin- 
terest at this time. The temperature on 
Wednesday, the lst, was 70 degrees; on the 
2ud 75; on the3d, 715-10, andto-day at 10 a. 
m.,%3 9-10, Last year on the Ilstitwas 46; on 
the 241, 66, and on the: 3d, 42. The warmest 
day in March, 1874, was the 18th,-when the 
temperature was 77 degrees. On the Mth of 
March, 1575, it was 79; onthe 10th of March, 
1876, it was 76; on the 3lst of March, 1877, it 
was 76; on the 23d and 26th of 
March, 1878, it Was 76; onthe 2sth of March, 
1s7Y, it was s2:onthe3aof March, 1889, it was 
76, and on the 24th of March, last year, it was 
69. It will be seen, therefore, that in no year 
since 1845 has the temperature been so high 
during the first days of March as at present.

It 
has been forty-three years since the building, 
about the size of a littie school-house, was first 
occupied by Samuel L. Hillasa silk mill. In 
this modest way Mr. Hill laid the foundation 
of the Corticelli Silk Mills, and to-day he has 
the satistaction of seeing these works the most 
extensive of their kindinthe world, and this 
is an apt illustration of the old adage that 
GREAT OAKS FROM LITTLE ACORNS GROW. 

Thusis energy, ability and integrity umply 
rewarded. These mills now employ about one 
thousand people, a sufficient number to make 
athriving village. The employes are well 
compensated, and this accounts for the fact 
that the silk produced is the bestinthe market. 
The operatives are’ a well informed, well 
dressed anda happy people. The boardirve- 
houses possess all the modern improvements, 
and are famous in New England as being 
model homes. 


What an event that was in 1660, when enough 
silk was grown in this country to make a coro- 
nation robe for Charles Il. All Kurope at that 
time was in a ferment ot excitement over the 
rich industry that America was devoloping. 
And yet here in 1882 three ladies of Vhiladel- 
phia are spreading their feathers with pride at 
being able to scrape together enough American- 
grown silk of which to make a gown for 

MRS. GARFIELD; 
and yetit is realiy no greater accomplishment 
than that of our forefathers over two hundred 
years ago. 

There is not sufficient silk produced in Amer- 
ica in a year to supply the smallest of the 
Corticelli mills a singie week. 

Governor Law, ot Connecticut, in 1747, ap- 
pearedin a silk coat and stockings of home 
production. In 1770 Boston and New Haven 
vied with each other in raising cocoons, and 
in spinning, dyeing, and manufacturing raw 
silk, and yet it was not until 1538 that the Cor- 
ticelli silk mills were tounded, though to-day 
they are one of the great institutions of the 
land. In 1718 silk was grown in Louisiana with 
considerable success. 

DR. FRANKLIN, 
while in Europe, in 1770, sent home for distri- 
bution, seeds, mulberry cuttings,silk-worm 
eggs, etc. 1771 a silk establishment was set up 
in Philadelphia. In 1838 the Corticelli milis 
were established, and in 1870 these same mills 
commmenced the manufacture of silk hosiery 
and the famous Florence knitting silk. 
NOT UNTIL THE AMERICAN PEOPLE 

are in abject want can silk be reeled in com- 
,etition with the foreign goods. In Southern 
Frases children enter the silk factories about 
seven years of age, and receive in wages from 
seventy-five cents to $175 per week. They 
commence work at5o’clockin the morning, 
and cease at 100’clock at night. They are al- 
lowed 


FIFTEEN MINUTES FOR BREAKFAST 

and an hour for dinner, and after that the ma- 
chinery is not stopped, but the operatives take 
their evening meéul as best they can while 
working. Their breakfast consists of bluck 
bread cut in small pieces, steeped in water; 
their dinner of thin brothand black bread, 
and their supper also consista of black bread 
steeped in the same waterin which silk co- 
coons have been steeped. The rooms in which 
they work are heated to the extent of eighty- 
five degrees, and they sleep inrooms where 
there are fittv beds, twoin eacn bed. There 
are no bed-room utensl's or provisions for 
washing, and they have to go into the court- 
yard and wash in aftrough. They do not un- 
drese, but throw their weary limbs on the bed, 
and sleepin their clothes. ln addition to all 
that, a certain quantity of work is exacted 
from each child daily, and if it is not per- 
formed they are instantly dismissed. 

This isthe labor with wbich some enthusi- 
astic silk-culturists imagine we can compete. 

Not only in France, but in China, Italy and 
Japan, this servile condition exists, but how 


different ia

The Various Attempts Made on Her 
Valuable Lilie. 


From the Chicago Times. 


This is the seventh time the life of the 
Queen has been attempted by assassins, and 
in each case the criminal, so far, has been ad- 
rere insane. The first attempt was made 

une 10, 1840, at 6 p.m., when Edward Ox- 
ford, a lad 17 vears of age, walked up to tbe 
carriage in which the Queen and Prince A\l- 
bert were riding, anu discharged a pistol 
twice atthe Queen. The Queen was un- 
harmed, and, in fact, it was not proved that 
the pistol contained bul'ets. Oxford was at 
once seized and imprisoned. At his trial it 
was proved that insanity was hereditary in 
his family, and that his father and grand- 
father had been violentlyinsane. He was a 
bartender, and had a queer habit of laughing 
in people’s faces. On bis examination he ex- 
hibited this peculiarity by laughing at every 
one in the court-room. Le was adjudged in- 
sane and sentenced according to the law re- 
specting insane criminals, The trial created 
a great deal of comment, but, to judge from 
the reviews and newspapers of that date, 

: there was no doubt of the prisoner’s in- 
sanity. 

The second attempt was made at 6 p. m. 
May 30, 1842, when the Queen and Prince Al- 
bert were driving as beiore. The would-be 
assassin thistime was John Francis, who 
fired a pistol at the Queen and was seized by 
her attendants. There was no ballin the 
pistol, powder only being used. He was not 
proven insane, although a strong attempt 
Was made to do so. He gave no reason for 
his act, and his defense way brief. Ie was sen- 
tenced to be hung, drawn and quartered. On 
receiving his sentence the prisoner fainted, 
and the sentence was commuted to imprison- 
ment for life, 

The third attempt occurred July 3 in the 
same year, the would-be assassin in this case 
being a deformed, haif-witted lad named J. 
W. Bean, the son of a London jeweler. He 
fired a pistol at the Queen as she was riding 
with her husband through tbe palace yard. 
She was unharmed, and it was thought that 
the pistol was not loaded With ball, as none 
was found. The lad had run away from home 
and his friends were looking for him. He 
was tried and sentenced to eighteen months’ 
imprisonment in a penitentiary. 

Bean, like Oxford and O’Connor, was hard- 

™, ly more than a boy, being 17 years old. 
Francis, by the way, was only 20. Bean’s 
feeble effort induced Parliament to enact that 
whoever ‘‘shall discharge, or attempt to dis- 
charge, or point, aim, or present at or near 
the rson of the Queen’ any firearms, 
loaded or not, or shall ‘strike, or attempt to 
strike, or strike at the Quecn’s person with 
any offensive weapon,” snall be guilty of a

Oil on Stormy Seas. 
From the New York Herald. 


The value of oil thrown on the billowy sea 
a8 a safeguard to tempest-tossed ships has 
long been asserted by eminently competent 
observers, but some recent experiments on 
the other side of the Atlantic so strikingly 
attest the eflicacy of this simple and inex- 
pensive expedient for quieting the sea or 
breaking the force of its high crested waves, 
that they cannot be ignored by seamen. 
During the late Board of Trade inquiry into 
the loss of the steamship Loch Awe, in the 
North Sea (owing to the shifting of her cargo 
and consequent unmanageabieness when 
struck by a large wave), her captain testified 
that resort to this expedient after the crew 
took to their oniy sound boat saved them. 
“On the approach of the wave,” he says, 
“we poured out a quantity of oil, and,the boat 
drifting from it, the wave passed us quietly. 
We poured out about half a pint of oil each 
time,and it smoothed the head of the broken 
sea and prevented it from breaking over the 
boat.” The London Shipping and Mercan- 
tile Gazette of the 13th ult. mentions that 
within the last year it received from 
five of its correspondents similar testimony 
to the efficacy of oil in smoothing the 
sea around vessels or boats in stormy weather. 
Experiments recently made at Montrose by 
the lifeboat at that port, in very dangerous 
and rough weather, show that on the ap- 
proach of alarmingly heavy seas the crew 
were “fastonished to find that by the time the 
sea came to them it had fallen to nothing.” 
The film of oi] with which the sea is covered 
of course cannot diminish the volume of the 
waves. But it is generally the crest of the 
wave hurled against a craft that does the fatal 
mischief, and the oil, by smoothing the tops 
of the seas, renders them comparatively 
harmless. 

Although it may seem impracticable to 
apply this means on ascale large enough to 
help a vesse! of much size in an ugly ocean 
there can be no doubt that the measure 
weuld often prove available for the boats of 
a wrecked ship and in the perilous work of 
the Life-Saving Service. Mechanically the 


theory of oil quieting the troubled waters is 
certainly correct. The only question as 
respects §the practicability of its use eis 
whether the endangered lifeboat or 
Other craft can carry oil enough 
to accomplish the desired end. in 
the Montrose experiments only six gallons of 
the complement of dark cod oil sufficed for 
quite protracted tests, and in the case of the 
Loch Awe’s boat the wrecked crew rode out 
five hours of storm, occasionally using a very 


small quantity of the tranquilizing agent. As 


the lowest description of unrefined oil, easily 
stowed in a few cans, will serve the purpose, 
this safecuard of life at sea can unquestiona- 
bly be used to great advantage in hundreds of 
shipwrecks and should be adopted by every 
life, saving service.

Hon. James T. Moore, a prominent attorney 
of Lebanon, Mo., and a member of the State 
Republican Committee from the Fitth Con- 
gzressional District, registered at the Laclede 
this morning. His long connection with 
the interior politics of the Republican 
party renders him an eminent sub- 
ject for the interviewer, and on this 


account a reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH this 
orning broachea a discussion with the fol- 
mts J inquiry: 

**Whatdo the rural Republicans think of 

controvérsy between the Globe- Democrat 

aud Mr. Filley?’’ 
_“*Weare not evincing any particular inter- 

in the matter, for we are generally of one 
nd about it.’’ 
‘**And what is that mind?’’ 
‘Simply that the Republican party of the 
State is not at ail involved, the controversy 
being entirely a personal one.’’ 

*‘But you certainly have no opinion as to 
who is right?’ 

**Yes, indeed. Werecognizein the Globe-

AMERICAN TROTTERS. 


What Robert Bonner Thinks of the 
Reduction of the Record. 
From the New York World. 


Mr. Robert Bonner, the proprietor of tae 
New York Ledger, and one of the best known 
owners of fast trotting horses in the United 
States, having recentiy returned from a visit 
to Kentucky, during which he examined 
almost al) of the great breeding farms and 
made several purchases, Was Caiied upon yes- 
terday by a reporter of the World to learn his 
opinion about the prospects of the coming 
season. Mr. Bonner said: “‘There is cer- 
tainly no such country in the world for 
horses as tlre blue-grass region in Kentucky. 
Within a radius of twenty-five miles from 

you find a section which 
has about it every requisite for raising the 
finest animals. The climate is perfect. 
I visited twelve stock farms and I did not see 
a single horse blanketed. Mr. Alexander 
has recently purchased a stallion for $12,500, 
and I saw this valuable animal running 
around untoyered. ‘The grass is as green 
now asitis here by the list of May. This 
blue-grass region is on a limestone forma- 
tion, and itis supposed that it is this fact 
which makes it such very valuable feed for 
horses. It is certain that the animals coming 
from here are aiways noted for their size. 
The grass itselt isthe best feed for horses 
which has yet been found. I wish 1 could 

t 300 acres of that blue-grass land near New 

ork.”’ 

*“*Are the Kentucky breeders working in the 

_ direction of running horses for the Envglish 

'* market?’? 

“Several of the great stock farms are preed- 
ing running horses. These they sell as vear- 
lings at the spring sales, and any one who 
chooses may buythem. The success sf Fox- 
hall and Iroquois bas turned the attention of 
the racing interest in England to American- 
bred horses. Foxhall was bred by Mr. Alex- 
ander, who owns both the sire, King Alfonso, 


andthe dam, Jamaica, and he naturally 
thinks that he can ~breed = another 
horse just as good. Iroquois came 


from the Chestnut Hill Farm, near 
Philadelphia, and was bred by Aristides 
Welch. Itistruethat Iroquois never saw 
Kentucky, but if, as I am toid, Chestnut Hill 
Farm isin a limestone region, this is only 
another argument in favor of a limestone 
country for horses, and shows that there is a 
scientific connection between the nature of 
the soil and the animal produced. The biood- 
ed stock from which these animals come is, as 
arule, English. There is a strain of bloodin 
the American long-distance runners which 
crosses well with the English, and the pro-

*T have thought for a long time tbat it is in 
the direction of team trotting that we must 
look for our greatest speed. In England vou 
may have two horses whicb are brothers in 
blood. They have the samesire and their 
dams are sisters. One of them wins the Der- 
by and is worth 10,000 guineas. Tbe other can 
run within a few seconds of the first, but he 
does not win the Derby, and is only worth 
$10,000. A few seconds in time, then, on a 
long race makes a dilference of $40,000 
in the value ofa horse. But if vou take 
that Derby winner and put him into a 
five-mile race with his brother and make him 

only a few pounds of extra weizht, it is 

the $50,000 horse that will be beatep. A few 
ounds weight then makes all the difference 
tween a winner of the Derby and a beaten 
horse. This is so fully recognized in England 
that several pounds extra weizhtin a four- 
mile race is equal to distance. Now, in this 
country we trot our horses to either sulky or 
wagon. The lightest weight we can put ona 
le horse is 200 pounds. ‘That is, a 
driver weighs 150 and the lightest suikv made 
weighs 50. We cap make a wagon Which 
weighs 107 pounds. Add tothis the weignt 
of the driver and we get 257, or say 258, 
Each horse in the team, then. bas 129 pounds 
behind him instead of 200. Now inis dffer- 
ence of 71 pounds means a good deal in ithe 


way of speed in my opinion, and [ do not |

think that we wil) ever know what our trot- 
ters can do until we get teams on the track. 
It is, of course, exceedingly diflicult to get a 
team to trot together—how difficult no one 


trained to work together, each doing one-half 
ofthe pulling and no more. They must 
be equal in speed, in weight and fn action. 
They must, ip short, be able to trot as one 
horse ratber thantwo. It takes a great dea) 
of training added to natural fitness on the 
part of the auimals to permit of horses being 
worked to this point. 

“They must be even-tempered or they can- 
not speed together. For example, Dexter 
eould never be trained to work ina team. 
He is too impetuous, too anxious todo al! 
the work himself. But I believe it possible 
to find fast trotiers who will Work together, 
and when they are found I believe that we 
shall see for the first time what American 
trotting borses cando., it isa number of 
years ago since I first had reason to believe 
this, and first made up my mind that for 
real speed we must looktoa team. On the 
10th of May, 1862, i drove Lady Palmer and 
Flatbush Maid to aroad wagon two miles in 
6:01K%. The second quarter of the second 
mile was driven in 33 = seconds. 
When 1 was told of the _ time 
made I would not believe it. Iaskeda 
gentlemen there to drive the mares for me 
and I timed them. They went the quarters 
in about half a second worse than before. 
Then I believed the time taken when I was 
driving and I believed that team driving was 
the driving of the future. I have never 
changed my opinion from that day to this. I 
do not believe it any more strongly now than 
] did then, although some very clever men, 
who then disagreed with me, now think as I 
do. I have no doubt that duringthe coming 
summer we Will see faster time than we have 
been accustomed to look for from teams, and 
the race at Bostonwill no doubt stimulate this 
of driving.’’

Where They Come From, How They 
Come and Prices Paid for Them. 
From the New York Sun. 
The taste of strawberries in February is 
not so common in New York as it is pleasant,

Suppressing It. 
From Anihony Comstock’s Report. 


Take the weekly paper for boys and girls, 
filled with stories of reeking crime and sold 
everywhere. Throvgh reading them boys 
and giris are ruined and become criminals 
and vagrants, and I have documents here to 
Prove it. Oa January 12 two girls, one aged 
10 and the other 11, rar away from 
home to become gypsies, and were away one 
night—the result of reading yellow-colored 
literature. A few days ago our energetic 
Inspector Byrnes, second in ability to none, 
arrested a young man, aged 19, for murder, 
whose first remark was: “I’m a ‘tough’ now, 
aip’t 1?’ His imagination had been fired by 
reading of his disreputable heroes.- On Feb- 
ruary Tayoung girl, crezed by this kind of 
reading, committed suicide. In November 
last four boys, not over 16, were arrested in 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., who had formally organ- 
ized themselves into a bana of robbers, and 
prided themselves on being bandits. A young 
man I arrested in South Farmingham, Mass., 
for sendiog out the vilest kind of literature, 
suid, pointing toa pile of bovs’ and girls’ 
papers in his closet: **That’s what brought 
me to this,’’ and from a similar cause a young

RUSSIA REVIEWED. 
The Power of the Czar—The Church 
and lis System. 
From a Lecture bv ex-Minister Foster. 


The autocratic power of the Emperor is 
marked by more than one inconsistency. 
F'ro.a his imperial capital the Czar exercises 
to the east, south and west an absolute sway 
over more than eighty millions of subjects, 
with nota single earthly power to stand be- 
tween his sole will and law. But hard by his 
palace. from the dome of St. Isaac’s, may be 
seen to the north the confines of oneof his 
provinces or principalities, where for three- 
quarters of a century he has not ventured to 
oppose his sovereign power to the will of its 
inhabitants as expressed in their elective and 
representative assembly. In other words, 
Finland, since its annexation to the Empire 
in 1809, has always possessed a regular con- 
stitution, and maintains a represen- 
tative levislature, which directs its internal 
affairs, regulates its own tariff and coinage, 
and exercises other attributes of a free Gov- 
ernment. ‘The people regard the words 
“God” and ‘**Czar” with pious devotion. 
As Pau! went through ancient Athens and 
said that the people weretoo superstitious, so 
in Russia one would be justified in making 
suchastatement. They spend much time in 
outward ceremony, attending public feasts, 
fast days of prayer, and above ail, to the col- 
lections of fur. There is too little attention 
paid toculture, both of the mind and the soul. 
It seems to be a part of theirreligion not to do 
too much thinking. Some of the priests in the 
monasteries and  cloisters,, and in some 
ef the churches, are able, educated men, 
righteous toward their Maker and His cause; 
but the mass of the clergy, | am sorry to say, 
is far different. The priesis do not rise 
above the people as they should; they are not 
leaders as they might be. The people do not 
respect them, and naturally the influence of 
the worldly priests has an evil effect, it usu- 
ally turning the people to iniidelity. Some- 
times 1t causes them to seek a form of religion 
similar to American Protestantism. This 
secession from the State Church 
wou'd become very popular, if 
the leaders were not exiled, and 
made to suffer every form of cruelty for their 
desertion, but as Y is, a recent writer states 
that the number of seceders from the Church 
of the Sta.e is 14,000,000. By the very act of 
leaving this church they array themselves 
against the Czar, defying his authority, and 
hisinfluence over them. Many intelligent 
writers in Russia consider this act of chang- 
ing their form of religion as being more dan- 
gerous to the Government than Nibilism it- 
self. 

The second element, the Greek Church, has 
an importance not realized by us, because in 
Russia religion and government are closely 
entwined together. Russia was the last of 
the Nations of Europe to embrace Christianity. 
It was many centuries after Constantine had 
embraced the principles of the Gospel, and 
long after the crowning glories of Byzantine’s 
splendor had crumbied into dust, that the 
Slavic race turned from paganism to Christi- 
anity. But the fall of Constantinople and the 
constant incursions of the Ottomans made 
them strong in their new faith, not only 
from principle, but from patriotism. While 
with us the “balance of power,’’so,important 
in Europe, is a matter of little moment, it is 
important to know something ab¢ut the re- 
hgion of this great eae. be Russian 
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nation being eluaana: 2 such composite 
Jaaterials, it is obyiously the policy of the | 


bes 


State to uphold the church as a unifier. In 
theory all Russians must be within the pale 
ofthis church; but it is, nevertheless, toler- 
antinits provisions. One class of peocie 
is, however, much restricted—the Jews. 
They must worship in private houses; the 
State has the power of veto in choosing of 2 
rabbi; no one bas the right to secede from 
the Cnurch to Judaism or any other religion; 
the children of mixed marriages are the 
property of the State, and all must partake of 
the sacrament twice a vear. 

The Protestant world has been inclined to 
regard the faith and practice of the Greek 
Church as more in harmony with it than the 

toman Church, and often has it been sug- 
gestea that a union was practicable between 
the Russian and Anglican - establishments. 
But a more intimate knowledge of the former 
usually dispels the illusion. in its own way 
and for its own people it has done a great 
service, and there is much to commend in its 
works of charity, its steadfast devotion to and 
zeal for the faith, the magnificent temples it 
has erected and the hearty sympathy it mani- 
fests for 1ts coreligionists in otherftands. But 
as 1t has linked itself to the State and ex- 
cluded all others from the moral and religious 
education of the great Russ people—the con- 
trolling mass — Empire—it is naturally 
responsible for its own shortcomings.

Burmah’s Drunken King. 
From the New York Tiines. 


Englishmen in india were anxiously in- 
quiring, Some Weeks ago,|whether it were ac- 
tually true that King Vheebaw of Burmah 
was dead, and, if pot dead, whether it weie 
not probabie that he would soon contribute 
to the happiness of his subjects and the com - 
fort of the world at large by a timely and 
auspicious demise. Our news from him is 
not later than the first week in January, 
when he was certainly alive, butin so bad a 
way thatere this he mav have found resi- 
dence in a world where the souls of bis mur- 
dered wives and biood relations will be sai- 
utary aids to repentance. One report 
said his illness was insanity, another that it 
was the insanity which comes, even to such 
as he, from too much fondness for ardent 
spirits. He has at any rate been unabie at 
times to see any one, much less to converse 
with them. Hence itis argued that even if 
he do not die, be can be dethroned, for the 
shadow of law that exists in Burmah recou- 
nizes dethronement as a necessary conse- 
quence of madpess in the monarch. One 
party in Burmah would liketo see the Noung 
Yan Prince on the throne,bvut another favors 
the supremacy of the Queen, for in the 
Noung Yan Prince they do not see a per- 
son sufliciently pliable to suit their 
conveniences and tmnake secure a continua- 
tion of their prosperity. Either the I’rince or 
the Queen would, however, be an earnest of 
brighter times in Burmah, times which would 
not be likely ever to return were Theeaw t» 
rule a thousand years. To What misfortuse 
he has brought his country the worid beyond 
Asia little knows. His riotous life and 
monstrous crimes are not the worst part of 
hisrule. Taxed to the last point of thei 
power to pay and live, the people are stran- 
gers to the conforts which tieir npelghvors to 
the north and west enjov—the one under 
Eastern, the other under European rule. For 
a long time he sold out to Russian, Chinese, 
or Mobammedan merchants, according as 
they could outbid each other, the monvupoly 
of trades, until no more monopolies 
coula be sold, simply becswuse no more re- 
mained for him toseil. Cultivation has ac- 
cordingly fallen off, andevery one except the 
monopolists and the favorites of Theebaw is
